1. Mirasol 
Llama Una 



If you fancy treating your hands 
to a touch of luxury you'll love 
Mirasol Llama Una.

A part from the obvious 'using needles as 
swords' angle -or is that just me? -you 
wouldn't have thought that war and 
knitting have much in common. I have been 
looking into knitting during the First World War. 

It was a large part of the war effort, and I have 
upturned all kinds of knitting that went on in other 
wars too. Reading about the Battle of Balaclava 
in the 1850s was uncanny as news was unfolding 
about the recent crisis on the borders with Russia. 
Winters in the Ukraine are fierce and the British 
forces there as part of the Crimean war were 
ill-equipped for the weather. Volunteers knitted 



helmet liners that rolled down to cover the face. 
This was not a new invention but probably an 
evolution of the Monmouth Cap, though the new 
name. Balaclava, has stuck. 

Other knitting names that we recognise come 
from this time too. A layer without lapels was 
permissible under the uniform in Lord Cardigan's 
Crimea regiments to stave off the cold, as long 
as it did not show. The Raglan sleeve comes 
from the eponymous Lord who lost an arm at 
Waterloo. It is heartening to think of all those 
100-year-old patterns that are being re-written 
and re-made for all the costume dramas and 
re-enactments that are taking place this year. 

During the Second World War people still 
knitted socks, but women were also enlisted to 
knit covers for sticky bombs. The knitted covers 
were tied with a drawstring to the grenade, a glass 
flask, and then soaked in adhesive so that they 
would stick to their targets before detonating. 

Knitting has also taken a role as a tool of 
protest too. From the pink-covered tank 
of Mariannejorgensen in Denmark in ^ 

2006, the softness and domestic 
nature of knitting has been used 
as a foil to the horrors of war. Lisa S j 
Anne Auerbach's knitted mittens ' 

'Body Count' counted the number ^ 
of dead in the Gulf War. Famously 
the numbers had to be updated 
from one glove to the next. 

Wool Against Weapons is a campaign 
led by jaine Rose against the replacement of 
the UK's Trident nuclear weapons system. I 
came across this when a friend raided my stash 
to filch every rose-tinted yarn she could find. 
Thousands of people from the UKand around 
the world knitted pink 'peace scarves' which 
were stitched together to stretch the seven 
miles between Britain's nuclear bomb factories 
in a protest on Saturday 9 August (Nagasaki 
Day). So many people contributed their knitting 
that in the end it exceeded that length and had 
to be doubled up. Hey, Mr Government, I think 
that says something, don't you?

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How to knit 
a flexible mind 

Katy Bevan meets Betsan Corkhill of Stitchlinks to talk about her new book 

and the therapeutic nature of knitting 



S omeone admires your knitting on a train, 
and you enter into an easy conversation, 
feeling boosted by their admiration. Or 
you are making a gift for a friend s new baby and 
they are bowled over by your skill and generosity. 
You're meeting up with some of the friends you 
met at the local knitting group to see a film. Or 
you stay home and watch TV, but you are using 
your time effectively by knitting at the same time. 
Sounds familiar? We all know that knitting is good 
for you, but did you know by how much? 

I met up with Betsan Corkhill at the Holburne 
Museum in Bath to talk about the launch of her 
new book. Knit for Health and Wellness, a self- 
help book where knitting is the answer. Betsan 
describes knitting as a "bilateral rhythmic social 
intervention" (I bet you didn't know that you 
were doing that) and it's not just for people who 
are 'sick', it's for the rest of us too. "We get no 
rest from information, news and technology. 
People feel guilty for sitting and doing nothing. 
This gives people permission to sit and be 
quiet," says Betsan. "People don't tend to let 
their minds roam freely, so it allows the mind to 
quieten down and open out." It enables people 
to be in a group without feeling self-conscious 
and to be better at listening to others. 

The subtitle to the book is 'How to knit a 
flexible mind'. I've seen patterns for knitting a 
brain, but I'm not sure that's what she means. 
Learning to knit also encourages people with 
low confidence to begin to make decisions 
and take risks. If you make a mistake it's easy to 



correct it in knitting. Like that feeling when you 
are half way through a sweater front and you 
spotthe erroryou made right at the beginning. 
You could go back and do it again, or you could 
decide to learn to live with your mistake: either 
way it's a great life skill. Being more adaptable 
to change increases resilience and the ability to 
deal with all the stuff that life throws at us. 

STITCHLINKS 

Betsan set up Stitchlinks, a hub for therapeutic 
knitting, nine years ago and has been causing 
a stir in knitting circles ever since. In 2010 
Stitchlinks produced a survey with Cardiff 
University to discover how knitting affected 
the mental and social wellbeing of individuals. 
There were lots of questions, over 50 in fact, 
and the compilers were concerned that they 
wouldn't get enough completed surveys 
back. They needn't have worried. The knitting 
networks worked their magic and they received 
3,514 valid responses in two weeks from 31 
different countries. When asked why they 
knitted one of the most common answers from 
respondents was for relaxation. Other reasons 
included being productive while engaging in 
other more passive activities such as watching 
TV, travelling or waiting; social connections 
and a having creative outlet. The majority said 
that knitting improved their mood, while 81% 
of respondents with depression claimed that 
knitting made them feel happier. 

Another interesting outcome from the 



survey is the connection that became apparent 
between knitting and cognitive ability. We are 
encouraged to use crosswords and computer 
quizzes to keep our brains agile, though it 
seems these are nothing compared with 
negotiating a complicated pattern. Betsan 
explains; "If you sit doing nothing your brain 
declines, and there are care homes full of 
people just sitting there. We know that if you are 
mentally active and socially engaged you are 
less likely to develop dementia." 

So surely everyone should be encouraged to 
take part then? "Activity groups that give people 
purpose and enjoyment could save a huge 
amount of money for the NHS." 

It seems like it's a no brainer forthe NHS but 
real long-term funding is slow in coming as it 
is so hard to prove the benefits definitively. 

A knitting group can fit in well with a clinical unit 
as a low-risk and low-cost solution. Even paying 
for a group leader would only be for two hours a 
week -not a huge cost. Clinics are full of people 
on the maximum doses of antidepressants and 
morphine-based drugs for pain relief. They take 
up time clinicians don't have, so there has to 
be another approach. At the other end of the 
spectrum a high percentage of people visiting 
their GP aren't going with a solvable problem, 
more for a listening ear. "A GP's time is taken 
up with people who could be using a social 
knitting group in a GP's surgery run by a district 
nurse, potentially saving the NHS millions of 
pounds," says Betsan. ►

THERAPEUTIC KNITTING 

So is there a difference between a regular knitting 
group that meets in a cafe once a week and a 
therapeutic group? A therapeutic group might be 
held somewhere friendly and non-threatening, 
notjust for those too afraid to go out, but also for 
husbands who would worry about their wives 
leaving the house. For the same reason single- 
sex groups seem to work best - conversations 
explore a depth of feeling that could be inhibited 
in a mixed group. "It s much like a regular knitting 
group except that the space needs to be safe," 
Betsan explains. "It needs to be within a clinical 
environment, like the hospital that they are familiar 
with. Patients might not have the confidence to 
join a group in a public space. That's a part of the 
progress, when they move on to another group." 

As facilitator she has to manage some 
disruptive behaviour though, of course, as Betsan 
points out that can occur in a regular knitting 
group too. Every knitting group will have a range 
of people with everyday issues such as moving 
house or divorce. "I run a social knitting group 
too, but once people find out what I do they ask 
for advice about managing their pain, what to 
do with their problem children. . . if you really dig 
deep the groups are quite similar." 

A high number of people are managing long- 
term pain or post-traumatic stress and don't 
have access to this kind of activity, explains 
Betsan. "There is a huge problem in society in 
that we have developed a very passive attitude 
to health care." People who take responsibility 
for themselves are being pro-active: knitting 
puts the power back into their hands. 



KNITTING FOR HEALTH 
AND WELLNESS 

Lorimer Moseley, Professor of Clinical 
Neurosciences and Chair of Physiotherapy at 
The University of South Australia, has written 
a supportive introduction to the print version of 
Knit for Health and Wellness: "... Betsan's book 
is about so much more than knitting and pain. 

It is about embracing the complexity of how 
and why our brains produce experiences. 

It is about making things, giving things, 
sharing things, while you make your own 
journey to recovery." 

Written as a self-help book and couched in 
lay-woman terms the book has a light touch that 
makes it easy to read. There is much that will ring 
true to the everyday knitter as well as those who 
struggle with health problems. 

Despite the stigma surrounding mental 
health, lots of patients have come forward with 
their stories. Betsan's next book will be based 
on some of these knitting stories, published 
with permission, from patients and people 
who have approached Stitchlinks. Betsan has 
a collection of 700-800 stories, some of which 
are profound and moving. Future books will 
focus on the specialisms of working with pain 
or mental health problems. So now you know 
- you don't have to struggle with the suduko, 
stick with the knitting and you'll be fine.

Cont straight until Collar meas 15cm (Gin), 
ending with RS facing for next row. 

Cast off in rib. 

TO FINISH OFF 

With RS of collar and WS of body facing, and 
positioning Collar selvages level with button 
band edging and back neck facing, neatly 
oversew Collar to neck edge, easing in any 



fullness. Collar darts should fall approximately 
one-third of the way across left back neck from 
shoulder seam, and bottom right corner of front 
neck as viewed with RS facing.

Round 6: As Round 2. 

Round 7 (inc): 1 ch (does not count as a st), 
(dc2inc, 2 dc) 6 times, si st into first dc (24 sts). 
Round 8: As Round 2. 

Round 9 (inc): 1 ch (does not count as a st), 
(dc2inc, 3 dc) 6 times, si st into first dc (30 sts). 
Rounds 10 to 14: As Round 2. 

Round 15 (dec): 1 ch (does not count as a st), 
(dc2dec, 3 dc) 6 times, si st into first dc (24 sts). 
Fasten off, leaving a long length of yarn. 

TO FINISH OFF 

Sew together the back seam of the hat. With RS 
facing, using 5mm hook and A, rejoin yarn to 
the back of the hat by the first earflap.

With the long length of yarn left after fastening 
off, slip stitch the top edge of the earflap facings 
to the inside of the main piece. 

Ears 

With the long length of yarn left, sew the 
stitches from each side of the last round of the 
ear together to join. Bring each corner of the 
ear to the middle to shape and stitch together. 
Work a running stitch around the lower edge 
and draw up the yarn to gather the stitches. 

Sew the ears in place to each side of the head, 
stitching all around the lower edges to attach 
them securely to the hat. 

Twisted cord (make 2) 

Measure 6[8] strands of around 0.8[1.2]m 
(l[1.5]yds) lengths of yarn. This will give you 
extra length to sew and weave the ends into the 
earflaps. Knot the ends of the yarn together. 

Slip one end over a coat hook and insert a pencil 
into the other end. Hold the pencil between the 
thumb and forefinger, keeping the yarn taut. 

Turn the pencil clockwise to twist the strands. 
Continue turning the pencil until the strands 
are tightly twisted. Fold them, allowing the 
two halves to twist together naturally. Remove 
the pencil and carefully undo the knots. With a 
strand threaded onto a needle, wind the yarn 
around the cord near the top and secure with 
a few stitches. Alternatively, the end can be 
knotted but it will be bulkier. 

Pompoms (make 2) 

Cut two circles of card 5[6]cm (2[2.5]in) for each 
pompom. Make a hole in the centre of each 
circle. The hole should be around a third of the 
size of the finished pompom. Thread a blunt 
needle with a long length of doubled yarn in A 
and, with the two circles of card together, wind 
the yarn through the hole and around the outer 
edge of the circle. Continue in this way, using 
new lengths of yarn, until the hole is filled and 
the circle is covered. 

Cut through the yarn around the outer edge 
between the two circles of card. 

Tie a length of yarn securely around the middle, 
leaving long ends to attach the pompoms to 
the twisted cords. Remove the card and trim the 
pompom, fluffing it into shape. 

Attach each to one end of the twisted cord, ► 
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then stitch the other end of the cord to the tip 
of the earflap. Weave the ends of yarn from the 
cords through the stitches of the earflap facings 
to prevent the black showing through the front 
of the earflaps. 

Weave in all the yarn ends. Place the small black 
buttons over the larger white buttons and sew 
in place on the face for the eyes. Embroider the 
nose using yarn A. #

To match the sizes and measurements given in our patterns you must 
make a tension swatch (gauge) before knitting the project. If your swatch 
turns out larger than ours, try again using smaller needles. If it is too small, 
try larger needles. 

Sewing up 



1 Before you sew knitted pieces together, pin the pieces flat to the 
measurements given on our diagrams. 

2 Steam press, lightly steam or spray lightly with water depending 
on washing instructions on the ball band. 

3 Allow pieces to cool and dry before sewing up. 

4 To sew up use the yarn you knitted with. Or, if the yarn is textured 
and hard to sew, use a smooth matching yarn - cotton with cotton, 
wool with wool, etc. 

5 Many garments can be made up by sewing shoulder seams first, 
then setting in sleeve head to armhole, then completing 

by sewing along the long seam of the sides and sleeves. 

Each pattern has extra tips where necessary. 

6 Darn in all ends and finish seams by lightly steaming from wrong 
side, provided the yarn can be steamed. 

Choosing alternative yarns 



1 Choose a modern yarn that you like, with a similar look, 
composition and weight to the one in the old pattern. 

2 Knit a tension swatch (gauge) and compare it to the one 
given in the pattern. If they both come out to the same size, 
you're onto a winner! 

3 Calculate how much yarn to buy. Many patterns tell you the length 
of yarn in each ball as well as the weight. So if the pattern uses 

10 balls at 130 metres per ball, you know you need up to 1,300 
metres of yarn. Check the length per ball of your new yarn and 
divide the total yarn length by the length in one ball to get the 
number of balls you need to make the item. 

4 Compare the total weight of each yarn length. For example if the 
original pattern had 10 balls at 50g each, the total weight would 
be 500g. Now that you have worked out how many balls of 
new yarn you are buying, just multiply the number of balls by the 
weight per ball. That should roughly match the 500g total that 
you had for the old yarn. It's just another way to check that you 
are on the right track. 

5 Use this same method to substitute yarns for modern patterns, 
where the yarn is too expensive or difficult to obtain, or if you just 
want to use up yarn in your stash.

Like magic 

Q After 25 years of knitting

A Magic Loop knitting is definitely one of those 
techniques that appear much more daunting 




than it actually is in practice so I'm glad you finally 
took the plunge and found that out. It's ideal for 
small diameter circular knitting ie making socks, 
especially if you find you can't avoid the vertical 
gaps that can occur when using double pointed 
knitting needles. Here are my top tips: 

• Be sure to use a good quality circular 
needle. The cord should be thin, strong and 
flexible with a smooth join where it meets the 
needle and a good tapered point at the tip. 

• If you're using the interchangeable tips 
and cords, make sure that you tighten 
them sufficiently if you want to avoid the tip 
unscrewing in the middle of your knitting. 

• Make sure that the needle is at least 80cm 
or 32in long otherwise you'll struggle to 
manoeuvre the needle whilst knitting; if 

it's too short it can cause gaps to appear 
between the two sets of stitches. 

• Don't just stick to using Magic Loop for 
socks; it can also be used for gloves, mittens, 
hats and sleeves or legs when knitting 
garments. Remember though, that if it's 
slowing your progress to knit a small amount 
of stitches on a very long circular, you should 
change to the appropriate length circular or 
dpns and knit them in the conventional way. 

• When casting on your stitches leave a long 
tail of yarn as this will help you identify the 
beginning of the round. 

• You'll find when using this technique that 
needle mounted stitch markers don't work as 
they do when using dpns. Instead try using a 
scrap of yarn placed in the previous row of your 
knitting. As your project grows in length these 



can be removed and moved up as necessary. 

You can download a free sock pattern using 
the Magic Loop from knitfreedom.com/ 
free-patterns/fingering-weight-socks. It is of 

course possible to use this technique for designs 
that are traditionally knit on dpns and in the case 
of sock knitting it actually makes life easier. Think 
of a basic sock as having two halves; the top of 
the foot and the base or sole of the foot. If the 
pattern begins with 60 sts, after casting on you'll 
need to split these stitches into two groups so 
that there are 30 sts on each needle tip. Once 
you've joined into a round and worked the cuff 
and the required length for the leg the stitches 
are already set up for working the heel. At this 
stage work back and forth in rows to create the 
heel flap then turn the heel as instructed. You'll 
need to resume working in rounds as you pick 
up the required number of stitches up each side 
of the heel. After that you can re-arrange the 
stitches to make it easier to work in Magic loop 
for each side of the sock and then follow the 
pattern instructions to complete the sock.

Q I was so delighted to see a picture of the 
shawl from the programme [Great British Sewing 
Bee] in issue 132. 1 have been trying to make one 
and had no idea how to start. I have been on the 
Ravel ry website, but I must be missing something 
because I just cannot find the right pattern or 
yarn. Please can you help me? I even took a 
photo of it on the programme so I could have a 
record of the shawl. Thank you fora wonderful 
knitting mag. I love it.

A In the five years that I've been doing Ask 
Jeanette I've never had so many emails about 
just one pattern. For anyone who missed it 
the design in question is a semi-circular shawl 
called Whippoorwill, which was designed by 
US-based designer Carina Spencer. Although 
the original version was made using two 
contrasting shades of semi solid sock yarn the 
version that attracted so much attention was 
worn by one of the contestants on BBC2's The 
Great British Sewing Bee and was knitted by her 
daughter in a vividly dyed, self-striping yarn. 
Whilst the pattern gives options for knitting this 
4ply design in three different sizes (S, M and 
L), this brighter version was knitted in a 5ply or 
Sportweight yarn following instructions for the 
Large size, which will probably have made it a 
little bigger than the finished dimensions given. 
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ril admit that when you first join Ravel ry its easy 
to be a little thrown by the scale and functionality 
of the site so here's a quick step-by-step guide to 
finding a pattern, using this design as an example. 

• OK so once you've logged in click on the 
'Patterns' tab at the top of the page near the 
Ravel ry icon. 

• Type the name of the design you're looking 
for in the box just below 'search patterns' 
then click the 'search' button. 

• From the results on the next page go to the 
image of the design you're after and click on 
either the main image or the name of the design 
which will take you to the pattern's main page. 

• As you can see from the picture the design's 
main page initially gives us lots of basic 
information; the yarn used as well as suggested 
alternatives, yarn weight (thickness), tension, 
needle size required, how much yarn is 
required in terms of metres/yards and the 
size range covered by the pattern. Below the 
pattern attributes you can see whether the 
pattern is available to buy or if it's free. 

• The 'buy it now' on the left (1) gives you 
the option to purchase the design as a digital 
download directly from the designer's 
Ravelry Pattern Store. Click on this button 
and you'll see exactly which design you're 
buying, who it's by and how much you'll 

be paying (this design costs $6 which is 
currently approx £3.72). Next click the 'buy 
now' button and you'll be taken through the 
checkout process where you can pay for the 
pattern through PayPal. Once payment has 
cleared you'll receive a confirmation email 
and the PDF will be stored in your Ravelry 



Library although you'll also be able to 
download the pattern straight away. 

• Alternatively the 'visit pattern website' on 
the right (2) takes you away from Ravelry to 
the precise page on an external site where 
the pattern can be bought. In this case it's 
the designer's own website and you'll find 
the pattern available to buy here www. 
carinaspencer.com/shop/whippoorwill 

• If you're looking to use a different yarn to 
those recommended or suggested on the 
main pattern page you'll find lots of ideas for 
substitute yarns by clicking on the 'yarns' tab 
(3) at the top of the page. You'll also be able to 
see what information other Ravelry users have 
shared when they've knitted this design in the 
same yarn. You can buy the 8/2 Effectyarn 
directly from the Kauni website www.kauni. 
com/en/yarn/wooM00-8-2-effectyarn. 

Lastly, and with comments about not being 
very computer literate in mind, I thought I'd just 
mention a bit about using downloadable patterns. 

Every pattern bought through Ravelry comes 
as a PDF or Portable Document Format file. 
These can easily be saved to your device and, 
once opened, can be read on both Mac and 
PC operating systems assuming you've got the 
appropriate program to read the file such as 
Adobe Reader. With so many of us accessing 
the internet through mobile technology such 
as tablets and smart phones it's no longer 
always necessary to buy a printer, so once 
you've saved the file you can either choose to 
print the pattern and work from the hard copy 
or keep it in digital form for use on the go.

A Sarah Hazell's cosy socks from issue 132, 
September 2014 are knitted on straight needles 
in two shades of West Yorkshire Spinners 
Signature 4 ply. They feature a striped upper 
contrasted with a plain coloured sole/heel and 
the sock is completed by sewing up seams at the 
back of the leg and side of the foot. I managed 
to get in touch with the lovely Sarah and it seems 

there was a typo 
in the pattern. 
After working the 
first 4 rows of the 
sole you should 
work 66 rows in 
order to make the 
top of the foot 
match the sole. 
Hope that helps!

'Purl Princess Perkinson gets all emotional over her 

stitches and holds on tight for some rollercoaster knitting 




I Ve ummed and ahhed over piles of patterns 
and yards of yarn for ages and, having finally 
decided on my new project, I've got that 
Christmas morning excitement. I know that 
after this initial flush there will come a period 
of rosy contentment as I calmly work on my 
stitches. But inevitably there will also come a 
point of disinterest, boredom or even anger 
at the thing, because it's taking too long, it's 
not working out as expected or I've just lost 
interest. Then there will be a great rush of 
determination towards the finish and finally 
either disappointment or pure joy at the end 
product. Now I admit, this does make me 
sound a bit schizophrenic, but everyone feels 
this knit-related rollercoaster of emotions, right? 

Asking my knitting friends, I found that 
it wasn't just me who had experienced a 
multitude of feelings whilst stitching. In fact 
there were certain emotions that cropped up 
over and over between us. The most prominent 
was the feeling of accomplishment, which is felt 
in that warm and fuzzy moment when giving 
a knitted item to someone, conquering a new 
technique or when a compliment is paid to 
one of our hand-knit items. It's the feeling of 
working something with your hands, even when 
they ache, which gives you the sense of having 
achieved something that day. 

Surprisingly there was also a strong sense 
of reflection about those that had taught us 
to knit, or perhaps those we'd lost whom we 



connected with knitting. Lisa told me "I get 
emotional about my mum when knitting. I'm 
also proud of myself for being able to knit as 
well she did. I love having those memories of 
her being so patient while teaching me to knit." 

Then there were the more extreme emotions. 
Crying when a toddler 'inspects' your work and 
drops all stitches beyond redemtion. Frustration 
and maybe some more tears when you realise 
that you made a mistake right at the beginning 
of the project, throwing everything else out. 
And pure anger when someone doesn't use an 
item you painstakingly made for them. Could 
there be anything more annoying than that? 

Despite all of these ups and downs, knitting is 
proven to have psychological benefits. Experts 
say it can help those who suffer from anxiety, 
depression or chronic pain. The rhythmic 
motion of knitting has been demonstrated to 
change the brain's chemistry so as to decrease 
bad stress hormones and increase the release 
of good mood hormones. How amazing is that? 
My knit guru Wendy agrees; "I sometimes knit 
to help with emotional overload - 1 pick up my 
needles and knit and the world is okay". 

So why does knitting draw up so many 



emotions for us all, from calm to crazy? I think 
it's because, for most of us, knitting isn't just 
a hobby, it's a passion. And when you have 
a passion for something it means so much 
more than just a thing you do to pass the 
time. Passion is defined as a strong and barely 
controllable emotion and this definition is 
totally fitting to the rollercoaster we go on when 
wielding our sticks and string. So embrace 
the emotions, it shows that you really care and 
definitely aren't just schizophrenic.

Work 5[5:6:6:7:7] rows, dec 1 st at each end of 
every row (90[102:110:122:130:142] sts). 

Cont without shaping until armholes measure 
19[21:23:25:26:27]cm, 
(7.5[8.25:9:9.75:10.25:10.75]in), ending with 
a WS row. 

Shape shoulders 

Cast off 15[17:1 8:20:22:25] sts at beg of next 
2 rows (60[68:74:82:86:92] sts). 

Cast off 15[17:1 8:21:22:25] sts at beg of next 
2 rows (30[34:38:40:42:42] sts). 

Cast off rem 30[34:38:40:42:42] sts.
